a member of the Red Fox clan, is a curator of the Chickasaw 
Nation Museum and librarian for the tribal library. She has worked 
for the Chickasaw Nation 8 years and is dedicated to the Indian People. 
Her family name Ayakatubby means “‘to search and kill” in Chickasaw 
language. 

Ms. Galvan travels the United States throughout the year “‘search- 
ing and destroying” myths surrounding the people and culture of the 
five civilized tribes. Galvan will also make copies available of the 
Tribal Government Constitution. 


ANTONIO AUGUSTO 

is Director of the Office of Minority and Women Business De- 
velopment, for the Kansas Department of Commerce and Housing. 
Mr. Augusto serves on the Board of Directors of the Topeka LULAC 
Multi-Purpose Senior Center. In 1989, Mr. Augusto received a cer- 
tificate of Recognition from Governor Hayden for his outstanding 
work while a member of the Hispanic Affairs Committee. In 1991, 
Mr. Augusto was selected Outstanding Hispanic Community Leader 
of the Decade by Harvest America of Kansas.
